Oratory Expected. 

Undoubtedly there will be oratory 
and argument and to spare, but there 
will be a disposition on the part of 

‘the floor leaders to curtail this as much 
as possible in order to insure action 
on as many asmay be of the bills, be- 
cause any act that shall not have been 
Passed upon at this session will. be 
dead so far as this legislature is con- 
cerned, because the ‘next session will 
be of completely new and reorganized 
aggregations of law-makers. 

Of prime importance before the ses- 
sion, and it is expected both houses 
will take it up at an early dase, will 
be legislation on the proposal to cre- 
ate a state highway commission. The 
state association of county commis« 
sioners and the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce are unitedly behind a bill 
to be introduced providing for such a 
board, and there are prospects of the 
revival.of the Andrews highway com- 
mission bill, which was substituted in 
the house highway commission com- 
mittee at the last session, but which 
is s=rongly in favor with the board of 
prison comniissioners.

Bids Godspeed to Boys of Fifth 
As They Entrain This Morning 


Mad Dog Runs Wild 


On Angier Avenue; 
8 Others Are Bitten 


Endangered Children and 
Canines Rushed to Capitol 
to Take Pasteur Treatment 
Against Development ’ of 
Rabies. 


As though timed to give impetus to 
the demand of the state board of health 
for legislation during the session of the 
join assembly beginning today, pro- 
viding that all dogs in Georgia must 
be muzzled and kept so curbed for a 
year, a handsome bulldog, owner un- 
known, mad, ran amuck early yester- 
day morning after terrorizing the 
community in the vicinity of Angier 
avenue and Angier place, and after 
having bitten at least eight other dogs. 

Professor S. W. McCallie, state geol- 
ogist, who lives at 171 Angier avenue, 
heard his pet collie lustily yelping for 
help at about 5:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Running to his dog’s assist- 
ance, Professor McCallie saw a bulldog, 
a handsome brute and wearing a heavy 
brass collar, frothing at the mouth and 
with a deathlike grip on the McCallie 
collie. The geologist finally succeeded 
in kicking the brute loose, and it ran 
aimlessly away. 

A little later another and similar com- 
motion was heardinthe street in front 
of a neighbor’s yard, and the bulldog 
was driven from another yelping house- 
hold pet. The ferocious dog was shot 
half an hour later by Will H. Pinson, 
11 Angier place, after having bitten 
McCallie’s, Pinson’s and at least half 
a dozen other dogs in the neighbor- 
hood. 

The dead dog’s head was examined at 
the laboratory of the state board of 
health and found to be literally alive 
with hydrophobia baccilli. 

Although no children, so far as is 
known, were bitten by the mad dog, 
many of them handled with their hands 
their pet dogS which had been bitten, 
and thus endangered themselves to in- 
fection. As a result, many of the neigh- 
borhood youngsters, Professor McCal- 
lie’s among them, were taken to the 
capitol later in the day and given Pas- 
teur treatment. The bitten dogs either 
will be killed or treated to prevent de- 
velopment of rabies.

Macon, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—

With more than 2,000 
in camp and more expected hourly, 
the lack of equipment is beginning to 
be a nightmare for the officers, and they 
are getting impatient at the delay on 


‘the part of the government in provid- 


ing even the necessities for the men. 

Only about half of the men in camp 
are equipped, even with one suit of 
none of them have govern- 
ment shoes and out of the 1,300 men 
in the Second regiment only 400 of them 
are equipped with guns, while other 
supplies too numerous to mention are 
needed, and needed badly. 

To take care of the Georgia troops, 
the arsenal at Augusta was depended 
on. However, its supplies have been 
exhausied. Fight carloads of stuff 
came to Macon from that place, and 
while the Second regiment has receiv- 


has been made in the equipment. Some 
of the Augusta arsenal’s equipment is 
said to nave been sent to Columbia, 


Ss. G 
Guns and Uniforms Lacking. 

The best illustration of the need of 
equipment is shown by the Columbus 
company, which has been here three 
days. There are 123 privates and three 
commisstoned officers in this company. 
Sixty-three privates, one more than 
half of the company, have uniforms 
and other equipment. There are 62 
guns in the whole outfit. Some of the 
Columbus men, expecting to have gov- 
ernment equipment issued to them as 
soon as they arrived came to Macon 
in their civilian clothes and are still 
wearing them, with no prospect of an 
immediate change. 

A lieutenant of one 
chanced to be up rather 
strolled down toward 
kitchen shortly before midnight. He 
found two of his men asleep on the 
ground beside the kitchen, without 
even so much as a blanket. He took 
them to his tent and permitted them 
to remain there the remainder of the 
night. Many others did not fare so well 
and were in the open when the heavy 
rain hit the camp this morning. Some 
companies issued straw and hay for the 
night and the men slept on this. One 
company captain made a requisition for 
110 blankets and received 15. 

The three troops of cavalry, the Geor- 
gia Hussars, troop A, of Savannah: the 
Gainesville cavalry, troop F, of Gaines- 
ville, and the Governor’s Horse Guard, 
troop L, of Atlanta, with approximate- 
ly 300 mén, counting officers, are en- 
catmped in a tract set aside for the 
mounted men. The three troops of cav- 
alry are “walking mounted men,” for 
there are in the neighborhood of fifty 
horses in the entire command. Other 
mounts will be furnished as soon as 
they arrive from Philadelphia, Kansas 
City or wherever it is the government 
intends to secure them from. 

It is generally admitted that the 
Georgia troops, even if fully equipped, 
would not be able to move to the bor- 
der for fully thirtv days yet. It will 
require’ this time to properly drill 
them,

Losing Many Men. 

It now seems probable that the Sec- 
ond Georgia regiment will lose 25 per 
cent of its men already enlisted as a 
result of the rigid physical examina- 
tions now being made by the army sur- 
geons. 

Today the machine gun company lost 
twelve out of its quota of fifty men; the 
Floyd Rifles lost 21 out of 90; the Ma- 
con Volunteers 18 out of $4, and the 
Columbus company, now being exam- 
ined, will lose at least 30 out of its 
enlistment of 123 men. The machine 
gun company was the only one exam- 
ined so far to be brought below peace 
strength, but its ranks will be filled

Troopers Are in Pursuit. 


Columibus, N. (M., June 27.—American 
cavalrymen, asisted by posses of 
ranchmen and citizens of Hachita and 
nearby towns, tonight are pursuing 
bandits who early today raided a ranch 
about 335 miles southwest of Hachita, 
N. M., killing William Parker, the 
owner, and his bride of five months. 

The district being remote, no report 
had reached Colonel H. G. Sickle, com- 
manding the border patrol here, late 
tonight, but it was assumed the raiders 
had crossed the frontier, perhaps, with 
the pursuers close behind. 

According to stories reaching here 
the bandits are (Mexicans who recently 
have committed numerous minor 
depredations in the district. Parker, 
from whom Mexican bandits stole a 
number of head of stock last week, 
attempted to drive them off, ‘but was 
forced to retreat to the reanch house. 
The marauders followed, broke through 
the door and murdered Parker and his | 
wife. They are said to have made their 
way south, driving a number of cattle 
and horses before them. 

Immediately the news of the raid 
became known citizens of Hachita and 
other communities in the neighborhood 
formed posses and motored to the 
ranch to take up the trail of the 
bandits. Shortly afterward cavalry 
detachments were ordered from Las 
Cienegas, Alamo, Hueco and other out- 
posts. 

Lieutenant Colonel J. C. Waterman, 
commanding the Hachita district, tele- 
graphed the following report of the in- 
cident to military headquarters here 
tonight: 

“Reported that Mr. and Mrs. William 
Parker were murdered near Double 
Adobe ranch, 25 miles northeast of Las 
Cienegas. Civil authorities and detach- 
ments of cavalry from Cienegas, Alamo, 
Hueco and Culbertson’s ranch have 
taken up the trail. Mexicans sus- 
pected.”’ 


MEXICANS RAID 
ANOTHER RANCH. 


Douglas, Ariz., June 27.—A raid on 
the ranch of Fred Moore, twenty-one 
miles northeast of Douglas, was report- 
ed early tonight by Joe Brazean, a cow- 
boy.

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officers, without the authority of a 
formal proclamation. 
Efforts to sound administration offi- 


cials anew today as to their attitude 
toward some form of arbitration met 
with a chilling reception. Charles A. 
Douglas, recently re-employed as Gen- 
ereal Carranza’s legal adviser here, call- 
ed on Counsellor Polk at the state de- 
partment. He and Dr. Victor A. Ren- 
don, head of the Yucatan Sisal commis- 
sion, had received’ word from Luis 
Cabrera, the Mexican finance minister, 
that General Carranza was disposed to 
appeal to the arbitration provisions of 
the treaty of 1848, provided the United 
States was willing to submit the dis- 
pute to peaceful negotiation. 

Mr. Douglas is understood to have 
suggested that the arbitration provided 
for under section 21 of the treaty could 
well be employed to formulate a 
definite question as between the two 
governments, which in turn might De 
settled by mediation. He left the con- 
ference with the clear impression that 
the Washington government would lis- 
ten to no mediation suggestions. 

It has been very plainly indicated 
that unconditional surrender of the 
American prisoners hela at Chihuahua 
would be the only immediate step Gen- 
eral Carranza could take to avoid hos- 
tilities. Whether a mediation propos- 
al might be considered after their re- 
lease is a matter of speculation. Offi- 
cials have no desire even to talk mat- 
ters over on a hypothetical basis, 
founded on what might be possible if 
the prisoners were given up. No per- 
son interested in maintaining peace 
between the governments has been 
able to obtain any statement as to 
what might be accomplished toward 
mediation of the situation along the 
border. There is reason to believe, 
however, that a plan which did not in- 
volve a military status quo in Mexico 
and the consequent hampering of Gen- 
eral Funston’s dispositions to guard the 
international line from raiders, would 
be considered, at least, if the captured 
troopers were freed first. 


NEWS RECEIVED 
OF PRISONERS. 


The state department late in the day 
received its first official news of the 
cavalrymen prisoners from other than 
Mexican sources. The British consul at 
Chihuahua City transmitted a report 
through the embassy saying that the 
23 troopers and the interpreter were 
being well treated and that the in-. 
juries of the two wounded men were 
slight. The British consulate took over 
American interests when American oOf- 
ficials were withdrawn. 

Mr. Arredondo’s note protesting 
against the arrest of Mexican citizens 
in the United States is based on reports 
from the Mexican consuls at San Fran- 
cisco and Tucson, Ariz., summaries of 
which also were telegraphed to General 
Carranza at Mexico City. It requests 
the release of the prisoners and states 
that in each instance they were ar- 
rested without justification, 

The consul at San Francisco merely 
reported that fifteen Mexicans were ar- 
rested at Redding several days ago 
and 25 others were imprisoned there 
last Sunday. J. M. Gonzales, an agent 
of the treasury department of Sonora 
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of the embargo Mr. Arredondo points 
out. that no official notification has 
been given the Mexican government 
of the existence of such a measure and 
that, on the contrary, the de facto au- 
thorities continue to promote commer- 
clal exchanges with the United States. 


CARRANZA AGENT 
READY TO DEPART. 


While the ambassador designate con- 
tinues to preserve a calm front, the pos- 
sibilities he sees in the present crisis 
are indicated by the fact that his fam- 
ily already is en route toward the Can- 
adian -border. In the event of a break 
it is believed possible he will turn over 
the records of the embassy to the 
French ambassador. With reference to 
the activities of Mr. Douglas, Mr. Ar- 
redondo admitted that the attorney had 
been re-engaged as legal adviser of the 
embassy, but insisted that the visit to 
Counsellor Polk today was in a wholly 
private capacity. 3 
There were indications at the war de- 
partment during the day that the mili- 
tary censorship may be expected to 
tighten at any time. Officers showed 
increasing disinclination to talk of 
troop movements, even of the progress 
of mobilization of the national guard. 
Secretary Baker expects to have his 
army press bureau in operation short- 
ly, and through it will be given out all 
that it is desired shall be known. 
Details of the national guard mobili- 
zation now are in General Funston’'s 
hands. His officers are better able to 
say what has been accomplished and 
how many men are entrained for the 
border than any other army officials. 
The department’s reports are incom- 
plete. It was Secretary Baker’s pur- 
pose to cut out all delay tnrough refer- 
ence to the department when he issued 
his recent order to speed up entrain- 
ing of the troops, 


DEADLOCK HALTS | 
DRAFT RESOLUTION. 


Congress struck a deadlock today 
over the Hay resolution empowering 
the president to draft members of the 
national guard into the federal service. 
The senate yesterday struck out a pro- 
vision creating a fund of $1,000,000 for 
the relief of the families of nien called 
to the colors. When the resolution 
went to conference today the house 
conferees stood by their original plan 
and. a disagreement reported. Both 
houses probably will consider the mat- 
ter further tomorrow. 

Army officers were not greatly in- 
terested in any portion of the resolu- 
tion except that authorizing consolida- 
tion of incomplete units. They feel 
that without such authority the work 
of getting the guardsmen to the bor- 
der is being delayed. So far as the 
draft provision is concerned there is 
no great urgency, as it is intended for 
the present to use the guardsmen only 
on the border. 

The house failed to reach today the 
$26,000,000 urgent deficiency bill found- 
ed on war department estimates of 
what is needed for pay, transportation 
and equipment of guardsmen. This is 
only a preliminary measure to cover 
immediate needs and additional appro- 
priations will have to follow it if hos- 
tilities come. 


“DRY” KEYNOTE ADDRESS 
MADE BY SAM W. SMALL

Vermont—One regiment of infantry, 
1,000 men.

AUSTRIANS RACING 
BEFORE ADVANCE 
UF THE ITALIANS 


IN umerous Important Points 
Have Been Recaptured by 
King Victor’s Troops and 
the Offensive Continues. 


—_— 


BATTLE HAS SLACKENED 
IN THE VERDUN REGION 


British Raid the German 
Trenches at Many Points. 
Germans Attack Russians 
on Northern Front, 
Are Repulsed. 


London, June 27.—The Austrians in 
the region southeast of Trent are still 
falling ‘back before the advance of the 
Italians, who have recaptured numer- 
ous important points. The towns of 
Posina and Arsiero again have fallen 
into the hands of the Italians, while 
in the entire region between the Adige 
and Brenta rivers numerous peaks and 
mountain positions have been retaken. 
The Austrians, according to the Italian 
war office, vainly attempted to hold 
back the Italians by a concentrated ar- 
tillery and machine gun fire. 

There has been a slackening in the 
intensity of the bombardment around 
Verdun, and only one infantry attack 
was attempted Tuesday. This was 
launched by the Germans on part of 
the village of Fleury, northwest of 
Verdun, held by the French. It was 
repulsed. 

The Germans essayed an attack 
against the British southeast of Ypres, 
but this also was without result. In 
patrol engagements: the British at 
many points entered German trenches 
inflicting casualties on the defenders 
and taking some prisoners. 

Four German air craft have been 
brought down by British airmen. The 
British lost one machine. 

On the front in northern Russia the 
Germans have bombarded Russian posi- 
tions and followed them up with in- 
fantry attacks. Petrograd says that 
all the attacks were put down by the 
Russian fire. 

The official statement issued by the 
Russian war office places the number 
of prisoners captured Dy General Brus- 
siloff’'s army ‘between June 4 and June 
23 at 198,972 officers and men. The 
number of heavy guns, machine guns 
and bom throwers reached more than 
1,000. 


FRENCH ELATED 


‘AT TURN OF TIDE. 


Paris, June 27.—The, French press 
and public are intensely interested in

RUSSIANS STRIKE 
AT KEY TO LEMBERG. 


Petrograd, June 27.—(Via London.) 
With the elirfiination of General Pflan- 
zer’s army in Bukowina, the attention 
of General Brussiloff’s forces in this 
section now is directed upon Kolomea, 
the key to the defense of Lemberg on 
the south. The occupation of Kimpo- 
lung and Kuty has opened the way to 
Kolomea and already a result of this 
last recorded victory of the Russians 
is becoming evident in the forward 
movement of General Letchitzky on the 
road from Sniatyn to Kolomea to a 


] point 10 miles from the latter town. 


It is evident from the report of pris- 
oners and booty taken that the Aus- 
trians defended Kimpolung with con- 
siderable forces. They were attacked 
by Russian troops which had covered 
the 30 miles from Gurahumora in two 
days and were rushed into the fight 
with scarcely an hour’s rest. Accord- 
ing to Russian military authorities 
their assault added the last touch 
needed to complete the demoralization 
of General Pflanzer’s forces, which 
now are entirely cut off from com- 
munication with General Count von 
Bcethmer’s army group on the Stripa 
river to the north. . 

General von Bothmer’s position is re- 
garded as precarious as a result of this 
operation. His ‘right flank has been 
completely uncovered and _ military 
critics believe he will without doubt 
be forced to fall back along his whole 
line before Tarnopol. 


RUSSIANS REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Petrograd, June 27.—(Via London.)— 
The following official communication 
was issued today: 

“On the Riga front and near the 
Ikskul bridgehead there have been ar- 
tillery duels. Attempts by the enemy 
infantry to take the offensive in some 
sectors were easily repulsed. 

“The enemy opened a violent fire on 
some of our Dvinsk positions and at- 
tempted to take the offensive north of 
Lake Sventen, but without success. In 
one of these sectors commanding offi- 
cers distinguished themselves, particu- 
larly Lieutenant Norkine and Non- 
commissioned Officer Kononenko, the 
former receiving fifteen wounds. 

“Enemy aeroplanes have dropped 
bombs on various places, including the 
town of Dvinsk, 

“Yesterday evening north of Lake 
Miadziol the enemy bombarded our 
trenches between Lakes Dolja and Volt- 
chino with heavy and light artillery 
and then took the offensive, which was 
repulsed with our artillery fire. A sec- 
ond German offensive also failed, the 
enemy being thrown back to his 
trenches, 

“In the region of the Slutsk road on 
Monday night the Germans, after short 
artillery preparation, attempted an of- 
fensive, but were repulsed by our fire. 
The enemy, having renewed his offen- 
sive in the region of Metairil, south- 
west of Lipsk and northeast of Lake 
Vygonovskoya, succeeded in getting a 
foothold on our side of the Shara, but 
was later dislodged and fell back. We 
again’ occupied our old positions. 

“On the Kolki front, at Bogous- 
chievKa on the Stokhod, the enemy con- 
tinues the bombardment of our lines 
with heavy guns. Further south there 
has been artillery and infantry firing. 

“In the region of ‘Nesvitche, south- 
west of Lutsk, an Austrian aeroplane, 
hit by our guns, fell. The aviator 
and observer, who were wounded, were 
taken prisoner. 

“On the_middle Stripa the enemy be- 
gan heavy artillery fire at many points. 
On Sunday our aviator. Sub-Lieutenant 
Orloff, who ascended that day for the 
tenth time to a height of 2,400 meters, 
pursued an enemy aviator, forcing him 
by machine gun fire to volplane sud- 
denly near Podgaitzy.

tente forces in the operations, the war 
office announced today. The artillery 
fire on the German lines was especial- 
ly intense in the vicinity of the Somme. 

In the Verdun region the French 
fruitlessly attacked German positions 
on both sides of the Thiaumont re- 
doubt, 

The statement says: 

“On the British front and the north- 
ern wing of the French army patrol 
fighting developed. Numerous gas and 
smoke clouds floated toward us. They 
did no damage to the Germans, and at 
some places floated back to the enemy 
trenches. The enemy fire was directed 
with especial intensity against us on 
both sides of the Somme. 

“As a result of the bombardment of 
Nesle by the French twenty-two of 
their own countrymen were either kill- 
ed or wounded. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse, 
French attacks northwest and west of 
the armored work of Thiaumont and 
southwest of Fort Vaux were ineffect- 
ive.

The war office also announced the 
capture of Mourts Fiara, Taverle, 
Spitz, Kesserle and Cima Della Satte 
and the crests on the Calderia and 
Campanella.

“Between the Adige and the Brenta 
our advance continued, notwithstand- 
ing the enemy’s attempt to hold us by 
the concentrated fire of artillery and 
machine guns and by rear-guard ac- 
tions, which were favored by the diffi- 
cult ground. In the valley of the Arsa 
we advanced yesterday across strong 
entrenchments at Mattassone and An- 
ghebeni and completed the conquest of 
Monte Menerle. 

“Along the Posina line we cleared the 
enemy from the southern slopes of 
Monte Aralta, and, after crossing the 
Stream, took Posina and Arsiero, thus 
begimning the advance on the northern 
side of the valley. On Sette Communi 
plateau our infantry, preceded by cav- 
alry patrols, reached the Punta Corbin- 
Tresche-Conca-Fondi-Cesuna line, ex- 
tending to the southwest of Asiago. To 
the northeast

Forces for Blow at Per- 
shing’s Column in Case of 


Break—Pershing Prepared 
to Meet Any Eventuality. 


El Paso, June 27.—Mexican reports 
tonight indicated that General Trevino, 
commanding the Carranza army corps 
of the north, has practically completed 
disposition of his troops in preparation 
for possible hostilities with the United 
States. The command, the strength of 
which is variously estimated from 25,- 
000 to 40,000 men, has been distributed 
along the two railroads of Chihuahua, 
the Mexican Central and the Mexican 
Northwestern, and in the Santa Maria 
river Valley, in such a way as to menace 
the American line of communication 
and present an obstacle to a possible 
American drive toward Chihuahua City. 

Mexicans at Strategic Points. 

For more than a week troops have 
‘been concentrated in force at strategic 
points north of Chihuahua City along 
the line of the Mexican Central, run- 
‘ning directly south from Juarez. Prep- 
arations to oppose any American at- 
tempt to use the Mexico Northwestern 
railroad, which extends in a sweeping 
semi-circle, the arc of which bends to 
the west of Juarez, through Casas 
Grandes, Madera and Santa Ysabel, to 
Chihuahua City, also have been made 
by the stationing of large forces at 
Bustillos and Guzman. At each place 
several thousand men are said to be 
encamped, the palpable object at Guz- 
man, about 50 miles southwest of here, 
being to block any effort to use the 
road to transport supplies from the 
border to General Pershing’s column, 
and that at Bustillos,’ 70 miles west of 
Chihuahua City, to prevent General 
Pershing dispatching troops by rai] to 
take the state capital. 

Several thousand soldiers, including 
gome artillery, are said to be bivoucked 
fn the hills above the Santa Clara can- 
yon, about 20 miles east of Namiquipa, 
their guns commanding the. canyon 
through which passes the wagon road 
south toward Chihuahua from General 
Pershing’s chain of bases. 

General Pershing Is Ready. 

To offset these maneuvers, General 
Pershing has gathered at Colonia Dub- 
lan more than two hundred motor 
trucks with which, in an emergency, he 
can transport infantry across country 
rapidly. The line of communication has 
been shortened, the southern base be- 
ing at El Valle, about 200 miles south 
of the border. Mexicans traveling over 
the motor truck trail in the zone occu- 
pied by the Americans are subjected to 
the most rigid examinations, and the 
American fleet of aeroplanes recently 
sent south from the base are making 
daily reconnaissance flights. 

The Mexican de facto government 
still has hopea& however, that the 
problem will be solved by the with- 
drawal of the American forces from 
Mexico, according to a telegram re- 
ceived today at the local consulate 


from Mexico City. It pointed out that 
a “very favorable impression” had been

Other dispatches to Consul Garcla 
from the capital said that if the Ameri- 
cans attempt to invade Mexico they 
will find posing them 45,000 full- 
blooded Indians, “direct descendants of 
the forces that four centuries ago re- 
sisted the march of Cortez.” 

“Indignation is felt in official cir- 
cles over a report from Mazatlan that 
an American war vessel entered the 
harbor there and neglected to give the 
customary salute,” the message con- 
cluded. “It is to be hoped explanations 
will be offered.” 

It was rumored here today that 
American troops had clashed with Car- 
ranzistas in the Santa Maria river val- 
ley, east of Colonia Dublan, and that a 
number of Mexican prisoners had been 
taken to the American field headquar- 
ters. The reports were denied tonight 
by both American and Mexican mili- 
tary authorities here and reports from 
the expeditionary base at Columbus 
said no prisoners were being held in 
Dublan. 

Another report current in El Paso 
that two troopers of the American de- 
tachment engaged at Carrizal were 
held-in jail at Juarez apparently was 
exploded by a statement from Andres 
Garcia, local Mexican consul, who said 
the only negro detained on the Mexi- 
can side was a demented Jamaican 
turned back by American immigration 
authorities. 


CARRANZA AND VILLA 
UNITE FACTIONS. . 


El Paso, Texas, June 27.—Evidence 
that the possibility of war with the 
United States has healed the breach be- 
tween the Carranza and Villa factions 
in Mexican politics continued to in- 
crease here. More than 100 wealthy 
Mexicans who, prior to the surrender 
of the Villa garrison of Juarez last 
January, had been active in supporting 
the bandit leader and who since have 
been refugees in El Paso, crossed the 
Rio Grande and apparently were re- 
ceived in good favor by authorities of 
the de facto government. 

Handbills printed in Spanish, assert- 
ing that Villa himself had been pledged 
to support the Carranza government in 
the event of a break with the United 
States, were circulated in Juarez and 
to some extent in the Mexican quarter 
of El Paso. All reports indicated, how- 
ever, that the bandit chieftain has not 
yet joined the constitutionalist force, 
but with a body of his troops, is some- 
where in the Rio Florido district of 
southern Chihuahua, awaiting develop- 
ments in the crisis. 

General Manuel Medinavietia, former- 
ly Villa’s chief of staff, and General 
Jose Ysabel Robles, minister of war in 
the Guiterrez cabinet, were guests to- 
day of General Francisco Gonzales, 
commanding in Juarez. It was reported 
here that they, both of whom have di- 
rected extensive military campaigns in 
northern Chihuahua, are to be assigned 
to important commands in General Tre- 
vino’s army of the north.

OLD-TIME FAVORITE 
ON VAUDEVILLE BILL 


John E. Henshaw, Originator 
of “Passing Show,” on 
-Forsyth Program. 


Atlanta theater-goers of a Httle 
more than a decade ago are renewing 
acquaintance this week with John 


E. Henshaw, who, after an absence of 
13 years, has returned with rare bits 
of interesting gossip of stage life here 
when the city couldn’t boast of a hun- 
dred thousand population. 

Mr. Henshaw’s extraordinary knowl- 
edge of theater life in Atlanta was 
gained through frequent appearances 
here in parts ranging from minstrel to 
heavy Shakespearean roles. He iz 
here this week as one of the features 
of the Keith vaudeville bill at the For- 
syth, appearing with Grace Avery in 
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COOL and SERVICEABLE 


a clever satire called “A vaudeville 
table d’hote.” 

Not a great many actors can lay 
claim to more distinctions than Jehn 
E. Henshaw. He was producer, in 1994, 
of the original “Passing Show,” which 
is now one of the great features of 
New York theater life, and it was he 
who ‘originated the famous phrase of 
“a good thing—pass it along.” 

“The last time I visited Atlanta.” 
said Mr. Henshaw last night, ‘‘was in 
‘A Chinese Honeymoon,’ in 1903. I re- 
call a song that I localized and it made 
such a hit that I had to eing 18 to 20 
verses.at every performance. The year 
before I had appeared here in ‘She 
Stoops to Conquer,’ and previous to 
that I played Atlanta as ‘Master Hen- 
shaw’ in Happy Cal Wagner’s min- 
strels. I still have in my scrapbook a 
page clipping from The Atlanta Consti- 
tution in which the critic of that time 
wrote about the various parts in which 
I had appeared.” 

The famous affiliation of John E. 
Henshaw and Mey, Tenvroeck, which 
calls to mind the celebrated “Two Old 
Cronies,’ is well known. At the time 
he produced the first “Passing Show,” 
Mr. Henshaw’s company included Dan 
and Lucy Dailey, Vernona Jarbeau and 
other celebrated musical comeay stars. 
In 1904 Mr. Henshaw was associated 
wito Lillian Russell, May Tenbroeck, 
E¢cna Hopper, Thomas O. Seabrook and 
other notables in the production at the 
fasino in New York of Offenbach’s “La 
Belle Helene.”

WIDOW SEEKS DAMAGES 
FOR HUSBAND'S DEATH 


Mrs. Greene Wants LaGrange 
and A. & W. P. to Pay Be- 
cause He Was Electrocuted. 


The trial of the suit by which Mrs. 
Etta Greene, LaGrange, Ga., hopes to 
procure from the city of LaGrange and 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad 
$20,000 in compensation for the death 
of her husband by electrocution, June 
3, 1914, was begun in the United States 
district court yesterday, and probably 
will not be concluded before tonight. 

Mrs. Greene alleges that during a 
storm on the day of the accident a high 
power electric wire was blown down in 
LaGrange, and across the A. & W. P. 
railroad tracks. A passing train, she 
says, cut the wire, and the company 
made no effort to remove it from its 
right of way, neither did the city show 
diligence in removing the menace. The 
wire, she says, endangered the lives 
of some children playing in the vicinity 
following the storm, and Greene, a fac- 
tory foreman, went to their rescue. One 
portion of the wire was sputtering in 
Plain view, but another portion of it, 
just as deadly, was concealed under 
some debris. 

In rescuing the children, she alleges, 
Greene inadvertently stepped upon the 
hidden wire and was killed. She is 
trying to convince a jury that both the 
city and the railroad company are 
liable,

Athens, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—It is

“Southern Confederacy, 
Published 55 Years Ago, 
Urged Young Men to En- 
list in Fulton Dragoons. 


he T MeVay, of the DeKalb New 
Era, has in his possession a copy of 
the ‘Southern Confederacy,” a daily 
newspaper published during the civil 
war. The copy is dated July 3, 1861, 
and contains many interesting articles 
about the war between the states. 

One article of especial interest just 
now is an appeal to the young men of 
Georgia to join the Confederate army 
The article is headed, “Invasion. Tc 
the War! A Georgia Regiment Is Be- 
ing Organized.” The company referred 
to was the Fulton Dragoons, the fore- 
runner of the present Governor's Horse 
Guard of Atlanta. 

“Hére is an opportunity to go into 
immediate service, in a regiment of 
novel organization, of picked com- 
panies. A prominent Georgia member 
of the confederate congress will prob- 
ably be elected colonel of this regi- 
ment,” the article reads. 

Requirements for enlistment in the 
sixties were the same as today. The 
article continues, “Only able-bodied 
men who are patriotic enough to give 
all for their country are wanted.” 

The Fulton Dragoons were organized 
and equipped for service and played a 
prominent part in the civil war, as 
history will show. This company was 
fitted out by the state and offered to 
President Jefferson Davis by Governor 
Joseph M. Brown, Georgia's war-time 
governor. 

In addition to this appeal to patriotic 
young men to enlist the paper contains 
several editorials of martial nature 
and the latest news from the front. An 
advertisement for horses for the army, 
together with numerous want ads, 
under the heading, “Slaves for Sale,” 
make up the advertisement section of 
the paper. 

George W. Adair and J. Henlev Smith 
were editors and proprietors of the 
“Southern Confederacy.” Other names 
still prominent in Atlanta business cir- 
cles are found throughout the paper.

SANDERSVILLE PLANS 
TO BUILD MODEL DAIRY 


Sandersville, Ga., June 27.—The San- 
dersville Chamber of Commerce is now 
on a safe financial footing with near- 
ly a hundred members. Nelson Shipp, 
formerly of Atlanta, is the new sec- 
retary, and he is actively engaged in 
arranging for the erection of a model 
creamery for Sandersville, which will 
fill a long-felt need. This city is one 
of the largest dairy centers in the 
state, one dairy alone milking over two 
hundred cows, with many other small- 
er ones located nearby. The stock will 
all be subscribed by Washington coun- 
ty farmers and capitalists. Motor 
routes will make the rounds of the 
county every morning and late in the 
afternoon gathering up the milk from 
the farmers. Under this plan several 
hundred farmers could be induced to 
milk from five to fifty cows and dis- 
pose of the milk right at the barn door. 
This milk will be hurried to the cream- 
ery, where perhaps some of it will be 
made into butter, some into cheese 
and the other separated and shipped 
to distant points.

The decision to hold up the revenue 
bill for possible revision was reached 
after Secretary McAdoo had gone to 
the capitol and conferred with Chair- 
man Simmons, of the senate finance 
committee, and Chairman Kitchin, of 
the ways and means committee. Mr. 
Kitchin had expected to introduce the 
. Measure today and have it taken up 
by the house Saturday. He said to- 
night it might not be submitted for a 
week or more. 

May Issue War Bonds, 

It is understood that in addition to the 
question of revenue legislation the 
secretary talked over with the commit- 
tee chairmen the advisability of rais- 
ing $100,000,000 by a partial issue of 
the Panama canal bonds held by the 
treasury. On that point, however, 
there has been no decision, and there 
_ probably will be none until it develops 
whether: actual hostilities with Mexi- 
co must be provided for. If war comes 
there may be an additional issue of 
bonds to be designated as war bonds.

RURAL CREDITS REPORT 
ADOPTED BY THE HOUSE 


Washington, June 27.—A conference 
report on the rural credits bill was 
adopted by the house today, 313 to 12. 
It now goes back to the senate and 
then to President Wilson. 

The measure establishes twelve fed- 
eral farm land ‘banks, to be operated 
under supervision of a federal farm 
loan board of five members, including 
the secretary of the treasury. Each 
bank will have a minimum ecapital 
stock of $750,000, of which the gov- 
ernment may subscribe a part if neces- 
sary to complete subscriptions. 

The minimum amount of mortagage 
loans is $100. Mortagages may run 
from five to forty years. Loans may 
not exceed 00 per cent of the value 
of the land. :

Washington, June 27.—Conferees of 
the senate and house on the Hay reso- 
lution to draft national guardsmen into 
the federal service were unable to 
agree today on the question of includ- | 
ing a million-dollar relief appropria- 
tion for dependent families of those 80. 
drafted, and a disagreement on that 
section was ordered reported to both 
houses. 

The senate conferees yielded on all 
other amendments, restoring the lan- 
guage of the resolution as it passed 
the house. This includes restriction of 
the declaration that “‘an emergency 
now exists which demands the use of 
troops in addition to the regular army” 
and of the qualifying clause referring 
to section 111 of the army reorganiza- 
tion act, under which only those will- 
ing to take the required oath could be 
drafted. 

Leaves Wilson Without Power. 

Failure of the conference leaves the 
president without authority to use the 
national guard for aggressive purposes 
outside the territory of the United 
States. What will be done with the 
resolution in view of the determined 
stand taken by conferees on both sides 
regarding the relief provision, members 
of the conference committee would not 
predict. 

When it was apparent 
ference that an impasse had been 
reached, Senator Chamberlain urged 
that both the relief appropriation in- 
serted by the house and the senate 
spbstitute providing for exemption 
from service of enlisted men with de- 
pendents be eliminated. Representative 
Hay, chairman of the house conferees, 
would not agree to the proposal, but it 
was reported tonight that administra- 
tion leaders would make another ef- 
fort for- agreement along those lines 
with an understanding that relief be 
taken up later as a separate measure. 

The Hay resolution, adopted by the 
senate yesterday, was sent to confer- 
ence as soon as it was reported back 
to the house today, all the senate 
amendments being disagreed to with- 
out debate. The conference disagree- 
ment followed several hours of discus- 
sion in the committee, devoted chiefly 
to the relief proposal. 

To Draft Naval Militia. 

While the conferees were in session 
the house naval committee reported 
favorably Chairman Padgett’s bill un- 
der which naval militiamen could be 
drafted into the federal service. The 
measure provides for complete feder- 
alization of the naval militia, includ- 
ing federal pay on the scale of navy 
regulars during active service and re- 
tainer pay not exceeding $120 a year 
for enlisted men and up to $500 for of- 
ficers in time of peace. | 

Secretary Danieis wrote the naval 
committee that the Padgett bill would 
greatly increase the efficiency of the 
naval militia as a reserve force. Any 
naval reserve force, he wrote, ‘“‘would 
be of little use to the nayal service 
unless it could be placed aboard naval 
vessels and sent to any destination 
within or without the territorial wa- 
ters of the United States where the 
military situation might require.” 
Chairman Padgett plans to bring the 
measure up Monday.

APPROVE THE BUDGET! 

It is to be hoped that the mayor will 
approve the June budget and get it out of 
the way. 

To veto the June budget now upon some 
flimsy technicality, or because a small 
amount of revenue may have been antici- 
pated, as has been done time and again, 
would bring serious inconvenience upon 
many of the city institutions and depart- 
ments. 

The June financial sheet may not be all 
that the mayor or many others would like 
to see it; but the probability is that it 
would be impossible to secure a better or 
more satisfactory one, if it were threshed 
out for months to come. In fact, any fur- 
ther attempt to tinker with it might result 
in something worse than the present budget. 

Veto of the sheet now involves absolute 
danger to the efficiency of Atlanta’s school 
system. There remains but little over two 
months in which to get ready for the fall 
term. New schools are to be built; exten- 
sive improvements are to be made in oth- 
ers, and there is a vast amount of work to 
be done following the passage of this sheet, 
to put the city school system where it will 
meet the demands upon it. 

There has already been too much delay! 

The June budget as passed by council 
is as good as we can expect to get. The 
mayor should approve it, and let Atlanta 
move forward with the public improve- 
ments that are so badly needed.

The speakers who appeared before the 
gathering were experts in their respective 
lines. There were cattle experts, hog ex- 
perts, packing house experts, business ex- 
perts, every one of whom contributed some- 
thing of interest and value to the good work 
in hand. There were exhibits of fine 
blooded stock and demonstrations of what 
blood quality will do in the growing of 
animals for meat. 

The whole story of the hog and cattle 
industry was presented in the most im- 
pressive way possible; no man who heard 
and saw it could fail to realize the tre- 
mendous possibilities in it both for the in- 
dividuals who go into it with purpose and 
determination, and for the state in its 
needed emancipation from the single crop 
idea to which it has too long been a slave. 

Moultrie and her people determined to 
get away from the cotton yoke. The pack- 
ing plant was decided upon as the best and 
surest method. They put up the money and 
built it, following Atlanta’s example. They 
took the word of the farmers that there 
would be forthcoming cattle and hogs 
enough to keep it going profitably. And it 
has been a remarkable success from the 
first day it opened. 

In this success it has contributed to the 
prosperity of the farmer. It has provided 
a cash market for his live stock. He is no 
longer compelled to have cotton in order to 
get ready money. He makes a good profit 
on his cattle and hogs, and they, in the 
meanwhile, enrich his farm. 

The Moultrie Live Stock convention was 
founded upon this success. Titey had the 
actual results there to show every one who 
came; it was not a case of theory, but of 
facts. 

It is in those facts that lie, in great pro- 
portion, the future prosperity of the state. 
When packing houses like those in Moultrie 
and Atlanta are set up all over the state, 
one at least to each congressional district, 
Georgia will begin to live as she should 
live—at home, and she will begin to grow 
as her abundant resources warrant. 

Georgia farmers are reaching a clear 
understanding of the value to them of cattle 
growing, and if the packing plants will 
spring up and supply the market, there will 
be no lack of material for them to work 


upon. 


Thomas Reese, editor and publisher of 
The Illinois State Register, the most influ- 
ential newspaper in Illinois outside of Chi- 
cago, and perhaps the strongest democratic 
journal in the state, has authorized the use 
of his name for congress from the Spring- 
field district. Mr. Reese was one of the 
first prominent democrats of the middle 
west to espouse the cause of Woodrow Wil- 
son for president. The enthusiasm of his 
support had much to do with the pre- 
convention strength of Wilson not only in 
Illinois, but in all that part of the country.

Says Law Barring Women | Khanikin, Commercial Gateway 


From Law Practice Is Neither 
Democratic Nor Christian 


Editor Constitution: It is to be hoped that 


}our legislators will act in accord with your 


editorial, “The Law Must Be Changed,” in 
your issue of June 17. Georgia should no 
longer be one of the three remaining states 
which hold that women are ineligible to 
practice law. It is astonishing what relics 
of paganism we allow to linger in our minds 
and on our statute books regarding the rights 
of woman. 

She can be a trained nurse with all that 
this profession involves, but we are horrified 
at her being a physician. She can hoe, pick 
cotton and even plow for a living and our 
sensitive nerves endure it; or she can on 
small salary do all the office work for a 
mighty pleader who draws his tens of thou- 
sands, but it would disgrace her to share 
honors and fees with him. 

The assumacy of the decree of our Geor- 
gia Bar association—well, it is amusing. Our 
State will unshackle the women who would 
study and practice law, but who will under- 
take the emancipation of these wise and 
benevolent seniors? They have declared that 
woman’s place is in the home. So it is if it is. 
They doubtless support their theory by using 
mén ‘stenographers regardless of price or 
efficiency. 

Not Living in the Clouds. 

But let us not be misunderstood. Mother- 
hood, wifehood, homemaking—here is wom- 
an’s highest sphere. We are, however, not 
living in the clouds, but facing the hard, 
practical facts of earth. She is driven to 
starvation or to the store, office, shop, field, 
factory, schoolroom, ete. We graduate a 
multitude more of girls from our high 
schools and colleges than we do boys. Mar- 
riage then often means for a girl a conde- 
scension. Her husband finds an affinity also 
in ignorance, and petty, if not flagrant, dis- 
Sipations. Is she bound to marry? Must 
women make homes for just any man? Some 
women may never have had an offer of 
marriage, some never a worthy offer, some 
for various reasons should not marry, some 
are deserted or divorced, some are widows un- 
der penalty of severe service for their chil- 
dren’s bread and education. Wiho will say 
“Thou-shalt not” to any noble, capable one 
at the door of an honorable profession? Some 
have a competence, but no children. Might 
not a knowledge of law render them useful 
to the state in framing and seeking the 
enactment of wholesome legislation? 

“Tinplate Chivalry.” 

The following lines in your editorial seem 
to me well worth a second reading: 

“Assuredly Georgia legislators will not be 
intimidated by the tinplate chivalry and high 
and mighty attitude of those heroic members 
of the bar who met*at Tybee and decreed 
that woman’s sphere was in the home— 
decreed it while they continue to collect fat 
fees for work actually done by the women in 
their own offices. 

“Georgia should long since have joined 
the ranks of those states which, realizing 
woman’s necessity and right to work, have 
opened to her the gates of a profession in 
which in other communities she has proven 
herself well capable of competition. 

“Let us hope the legislature this summer 
will rise above the petty and circumscribed 
viewpoint which has prevented it in the past 
from granting that well-merited recognition 
the absence of which. continues to make 
Georgia somewhat ridiculous!” 

Reverence for personality without regard 
to sex is not an easy doctrine for man. The 
fixing of rigid lines for the self-development 
and self-expression of women who hold an 
open Bible—that is a triumph of dogmatism 
and egotism. It is neither democratic nor 
Christian. Let the law be changed. It is not 
a matter for maudlin sentiment or don- 
quixotic gallantry, but a case for elementary

Need Common Sense in 
Handling Divorce Cases 


Editor Constitution: Temporarily ignoring 
economic and social conditions generally, 
which by direct and indirect means are re- 
flected in divorce, I desire to consider the 
strictly legal phases of the matter. 

The grounds for divorce in Georgia are 
narrow and harsh. Strictly construed, these 
would virutally prohibit all divorce. The 
method of imposing arbitrary delays is ab- 
surd, for, if entitled to relief at all, it 
should be granted as promptly as possible. 
The theory that by impeding divorce, couples 
may become reconciled or will be reluctant 
to enter suit could with just as much truth 
be applied to any other contractural rela- 
tion. 

The grounds are aduitery, 
habitual drunkenness, wilful desertion for 
three years, and cruel treatment. There are 
hundreds of ways in which people can seri- 
ously neglect their duty to the home without 
involving any marital infidelity; support may 
be impossible, or it may be provided in a 
niggardly or humiliating manner; intemper- 
ance may be frequent and disgusting with- 
out implying the state of perpetual besotted- 
ness; wilful desertion without good reason is 
certainly something no self-respecting hus- 
band or wife cares to tolerate even for a 
short period. It is no wonder, then, that all 
of these offenses practically come under the 
head of ‘‘cruel treatment.” And, to meet 
the requirements of the law and compassion 
of the jury, the cruelty itself even when 
strictly true is hardly sufficient; so the dam- 
age to the plaintiff's health occasioned there- 
by is stated in pathetic terms. 

A demand that these present harsh 
grounds be strictly construed would invite 
the unscrupulous to perjury and remand the 
scrupulous to misery. As divorce is general- 
ly desired on both sides, the defendant in- 
terposes no objection. His or her silence is 
a consent. To invite any system of defense 
such as having the state, through its desig- 
nated attorneys, fight every divorce suit, 
would have only the effect of creating more 

,.aggeration, more perjury, and workine 
more hardship on those who were enduring 
severe suffering and yet would 1 -t falsify, 
nor slander and degrade an individual's en- 
tire character just because he or she had 
failed in duty as a husband or wife. 

Can we not arrive at some simple, aver- 
age, normal and specific rules of conduct for 
both parties, by which neither would have 
legal grounds for complaint if the other 
were not impossibly angelic, nor, on the other 
hand, have to charge that the other were 
searcely better than a demon in order to 
meet the technicalities of our existing 
causes for divorce? Unless some cemmon 
sense governs the matter, society will have 
to yield to the demands of the fortunately 
married couples, bachelors and_ spinsters, 
regardless of the 
fact that undue repression provokes worse 
effects than those the repression is designed 


non-support, 


' to cure; or go on to a state of affairs which 


encourages multitudes to regard marriage 
as a temporary pastime to be abandoned the 
moment it is in the least degree irksome. 

Children are the prime desideratum, but 
it is quite as important to these children 
who presumably have all of life before thenf 
that society adopt a sane attitude toward 
marriage as it is to the present generation 
of adults. Democratic law has no business 
to treat marriage from the standpoint of 
dark age ecclesiastical notions, yet democra- 
cy itself involves the necessity for honor in 
the masses, regard for promises and respect 
for all obligations, or else democracy wil] 
become a saturnalia of selfishness and cor- 
ruption—there being no recognized superior 
authority to check it. 

We should not reprobate divorced persons. 
We have no means now of knowing the truth. 
Under rational, reasonable grounds for dis- 
solving the. marriage it would be possible 
for public opinion to reprobate any party 
whose conduct, clearly proven, disclosed lack 
of integrity and decent consideration for 
domestic and social duty, just as we repro- 
bate negligence that results in injury, sharp 


ness and obstruction which do not constitute 
statutory offenses but prove their practition- 
er to be unreliable.

WaS8hington, June 27.— (Special.) —The 
Khanikin region, where the Russians are re- 
ported to have been checked in their advance 
upon Bagdad, is the subject of the following 
war geography bulletin issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society from its headquar- 
ters in Washington: 

“Tt is a thirty-two hours’ journey, along 
a& much-traveled caravan route, from Knhani- 
kin to Bagdad. The latter city lies 85 miles 
southwest of the Turkish border town, which 
is situated on both sides of the Hulvan river, 
a tributary of the Diala, whose waters empty 
into the Tigris. 

“Nestling near the foothills of the Zagros 
mountains, with the fertile but uncultivated 
Mesopotamian plain stretching to the south, 
Khanikin is a commercial gateway between 
Persia and Asiatic Turkey. Through it pass 
the caravans which bear to Bagdad the prod- 
uce destined for transhipment to the port of 
Basra on the Persian gulf. To the east lies 
Kermanshah, famous for its carpets and its 
horses, and situated almost equi-distant from 
Tabriz, Teheran, Isfahan and Bagdad. 


Curious Funeral Processions. 


“Not only does the traveler journeying 
from Bagdad to Khanikin meet trade cara- 
vans, but recently he encounters curious 
funeral processions of Shiite pilgrims making 
their solemn way from various points in 
Kurdistan to Kerbela, below Bagdad. The 
faithful believe that there is special virtue 
in being buried near the shrine of Husein, 
who fell at Kerbela in 680 A. D., while bat- 
tling with the enemies of his father, Ali, son- 
in-law of the prophet and fourth caliph. 

“Khanikin is charmingly situated in the 
midst of gardens whose fruits and palms are 
famous. Six hours’ journey from here, on the 
road to Kermanshah, is Kasr-i-Shirin, once 
the headquarters of a notorious robber chief, 
and interesting on account of its connection 
with the romantic legends concerning Ferhad 
and Shirin. Here are to be found the remains 
of & rock-hewn aqueduct which in ancient 
days conveyed water for a distance of fifteen 
miles in order that the gardens of Shirin 
might be made worthy of the beauty of their 
far-famed mistress. The story of Ferhad and 
Shirin is one of the favorite romances of the 
east. Ferhad was the greatest sculptor of 
his day, and a great architect. 


A Far-Eastern Romance. 


“While making bas-reliefs of his sovereign. 
Chosroes II., and of the latter's ibride, the 
Christian Shirin (also called Sira), the sculp- 
tor fell madly in love with his beautiful 
model. Chosroes, so goes the legnd, prom- 
ised to bestow Shirin upon his gifted subject 
provided the latter would cut through the 
rock of Behistun and divert a stream to the 
Kermanshah plain. Ferhad undertook the 
task, but when the work was almost com- 
pleted an emissary came from the false king 
bearing a tragic story of Shirin’s death. The 
sculptor in despair leaped from the rocks 
and was dashed to death upon the site of his 
engineering triumph. 

“In this neighborhood is Sar-i-Pulizohab, 
where the Ali Ilahis believe David lived, and 
where a rock-hewn tomb is a place of pil- 
grimage. This sect, supposed to believe in 
the successive reincarnation of the God-head 
through 1,001 existences, had a remarkable 
beginning, for it is recorded that Ali, who is 
held to be their god, repudiated the worship 
of his would-be followers, and when Abdulla 
ibn Saba, an Arab, proclaimed him to be God 
the disciple and those who joined in protesta- 
tions of reverence were ordered cast into a 
pit, where fire was thrown upon them. While 
the burning brands descended upon _ the 
zealots they cried out in their agony, ‘Now 
is the certainty of all certainty that thou art 
God, for the prophet has said “None but God 
shall punish with fire.’ 

“Within another month the soldiers of 
the czar will cease to be afflicted with one 
of the greatest insect pests of this region— 
the fleas which breed by the millions in the 
dust and sand of the Kirdish plains. They 
disappear in July and do not return to harry 
their human victims until spring.” 


Boys, Dependent on Bicycles, 
Victims of Many Thefts 


Editor Constitution: It does seem that 
since the lawmakers of our city have regu- 
lated the traffic in plumbing material and 
junk that they can likewise protect in some 
way the poor little boys who suffer daily 
from the theft of wheels. Wheels are being 
stolen daily, repainted, rebuilt and resold, 
and one is seldom recovered and turned over 
to its rightful owner. I know whereof I 
speak, for my delivery boys have lost sixteen 
wheels inside of twelve months, right here 
on Auburn avenue and in other parts of the 
city. Some of these boys are without par- 
ents, and solely dependent upon their wheels 
to keep them in work; for, with them, it 
means, no wheel, no job! Locks are no pro- 
tection against theft. Why not compel the 
owners of wheels to have a number fur- 
nished by the city at a small cost? You can 
make them have lights. Say, give them 
four number tags, each the same, one for 
frame, one for each wheel and one for seat, 
and compel them to have that number tack- 
ed or printed on each part of wheel; don’t 
allow anyone to sell any part of a wheel un- 
less it bears the number given by the city, 
and make them furnish complete reference 
and identification at the same time. It cer- 
tainly can be regulated. As it is, any boy 
can steal wheels and go to the repair shops 
and sell them without the purchaser ever 
having seen or heard of the boy before. A 
thief will tell any kind of a tale to make 
the sale. When sale is made, the owner 
could not go into the shop and pick out his 
wheel, as he will find it in a half dozen 
parts and on as many different wheels. It 
is up to the city lawmakers to protect the 
poor, honest boys who must use wheels. Re- 
spectfully, MOSES AMOS.

GEORGIA GETS $135,822 
FOR GOOD ROADS FROM 
SALE OF AUTO LICENSES 


Georgia has gleaned thus far aproximately 
$135,822 from the sale of automobile license 
tags by the secretary of state, and yesterday 
State Treasurer W. J. Speer began disburs- 
ing the counties’ portion of this, $98,248.72, 
pro rated among the 152 counties of the 
state. 

The money is pro rated among the counties 
on the basis of their respective public high- 
way mileages outside of towns and cities, 
reported and certified to Secretary of State 
Philip Cook, a call for which reports he sent 
Out some weeks ago, and the last response 
to which, that from Turner county, he re- 
ceived last Monday. Immediately he tabu- 
lated the apportionment and turned it over 
to the state treasurer, who yesterday began 
mailing out to each *county treasurer his 
county's share. 


80,000 Miles of Road. 


The total highway mileage for the state, 
as reported by the various counties, is 80,- 
669. Thus far during the year the secre- 
tary of state has sold 39,574 motor vehicle 
license tags, each bringing from $2 to $5 
in cash, according to the character and horse- 
power of the purchaser's vehicle. Motor- 
cycles are taxed $2 each for a number; 
automobiles of under 25 horsepower, $3, and 
those of higher power than that $5. 

Last year a flat rate of $5 was charged, 
with no differentiation between motorcycles 
and automobiles, nor high or low-power ma- 
chines. Last year, too, the apportionment 
of moneys received for license tags was made 
according to rural free delivery routes mile- 
age, which amounted to 41,696 miles. During 
1915 a total of 25,269 licenses were sold, 
bringing to the state about $110,000. 

Change of System. 


The legislative act by which the appor- 
tionment system was changed and the grad- 
uated fee adopted, also provided that for 
every license issued $1 he deducted from 
the counties’ apportionment, out of which 
to pay incidental expenses connected with 
its collection, such as postage, etc., the bal- 
ance of which to be deposited with the treas- 
urer unappropriated. Of this monev. there 
is now on hand about $37,000 for the legis- 
lature to use as meets its pleasure. The 
original intention was to use this “unap- 
propriated” fund to apply to the organization 
and running expenses of a proposed state 
highway commission. Just how the money 
will be used remains for the legislature, at 
the session beginning today, to determine.

Leesburg, Fla., June 27.— (Special.) — 
Bound for Chicago on the second Dixie High- 
way tour, a dozen or more:cars will leave 
Leesburg tomorrow morning to “return the 
visit” of the Dixie highway enthusiasts of 
the north who, last year, came south on the 
initial highway tour. The nucleus of the 
tour was ten cars, entered by members of 
the Lake County Dixie Highway associa- 
tion, but other cars will join the motorists 
here and still others will be added as the 
highway enthusiasts pass through the many 
cities appearing on their schedule. 

According to the plans as announced here 
on leaving, the tourists expect to reach At- 
lanta on the afternoon of July 3, and an the 
following morning will resume the trip, g0- 
ing from Atlanta to Chattanooga in order 
to spend July 4 on the historic battlefields of 
that city. 

The following are the night controls of 
the trip: : 

June 28, Lake City; 29, Tallahassee; 30, 
Albany, Ga. July 1, Macon, Ga.; 2, Atlanta; 
3, Chattanooga: 4, spend-the Fourth of July 
on Chattanooga’s great battlefields; 5, Mont- 
eagle; 6, Nashville; 7, Elizabethtown; 8, 
Louisville; 9, French Lick, Ind.; 10, Indian- 
apolis; 11, Danville, Ill.; 12, Chicago.

Georgia at the next general election. 

The request was made to the gover- 
nor in a letter from Mrs. Emily C. Mc- 
Dougald, Atlanta, president of the suf- 
frage organization, which follows: 

“Hon. Nat E.. Harris, Governor, Atlanta, 
Ga.—My Dear Sir: The democratic party 
in national convention assembied has pro- 
mulgated a platform, one section of which 
is as follows: 

““"We favor the extension of the fran- 
chise to the women of this country, state by 
State, on the same terms as to the men,’ 

“May I, as the representative of our or- 
fanization, suggest that you recommend in 
your message to the Georgia liegisiature 
that there be submitted to Georgia voters a 
constitutional amendment extending the 
franchise to women? 

“The democratic platform pledges the 
Party to such a course so clearly and 80 
unequivocably that it seems unnecessary 
to argue the matter, only to make the sug- 
gestion in order to insure that you may be 
the first governor to indorse, by executive 
message, this doctrine of the party, so re- 
cently and so overwhelmingly adopted. 

“It will be everywhere conceded that

A thousand automobiles were lined 
up and down the streets of Moultrie at

‘The man who stands off and looks 
on can sometimes see what is wrong 
better than the man who is closer 
up,” said W. B. Rodenberry, of.Cairo, 
chairman of the live stock conference, 
in introducing S. Davies Warfield, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Seaboard Air Line and president 
of the Southern Settlement and Devel-| 
opment Organization, who responded to 
the address of welcome delivered by 
Mayor W. J. Vereen. 

Aim of Association. 

Mr. Rodenberry thus. briefly sum- 
marized the aim and object of the great 
association, whose officers, recruited 
from some of the most important busi- 
ness and financial institutions of the 
country, having viewed from a dis- 
tance what is lacking in the agricul- 
tural development of the south, are 
now doing all they can to correct the 
errors of the past and bring this sec- 
tion into its rightful heritage as the 
richest agricultural section of the 
world. 

Mr. Warfield gave a brief history of 
the organization of the Southern Set- 

' tlement and Development Organization, 
saying that the inspiration for it came 
from a visit to the east several years 
ago of a train exhibiting the products 
of several of the corn beit states; that 
the men who organized the association 

. were prompted by a desire to develop 
the resources of the south along prac- 
tical lines’ so that in time it would 
become as prosperous as the stock and 
grain states of the west. This, he said, 
was to be done by fostering the raising 
of live stock, encouraging diversified 
farming and the introduction into the 
southern states of a class of farmers 
from the north and west who would be 
a credit to the communities in which 
weg settled. 

e stressed the importance of rota- 
tion of crops and a careful working of 
the cultivated areas so os to get there- 


ern country and the territory tributary 
thereto should contribute, and. contrib- 
ute largely, from the money paid to 
them by those who occupy the territory 
traversed by them and who use the rail- 
roads, nevertheless, to pursue this work 
on the broad and liberal scale which 
it seems to me is justified and is nec- 
essary for its ultimate success, other 
interests should also help-—among oth- 
ers the owners of lands who desire that 
their lands be occupied by thrifty 
farmers and those engaged in indus- 
trial pursuits. This organization has 
had liberal support from most of the 
railroads. Some railroads, it is true, 
have not contributed on the ground 
that they might better spend in their 
own territory the money which they 
would otherwise contribute to the or- 
ganization. This position. in my judg- 
ment, is decidedly a selfish one. 


Formation of Organization. 


‘It may interest you to know what 
led to the formation of the Southern 
Settlement and Development Organiza- 
tion. In the fall of 1911 the press of 
Baltimore gave notice that a special 
train would arrive in our city provided 
with numerous exhibits of the agricul- 
tural products and mining products of 
the far western states.

GEOLOGIST PREPARES 
VALUABLE REPORT 


“Timestones and Marls of the Coastal 
Plain of Georgia” is the title of a very 
valuable report just issued by the state 
geological department. The _ report, 
which was prepared by J. E. Brantly, 
assistant state geologist, contains 300 
pages, a number of attractive half- 
tones and acolored map showing the 
location of many of the most promising 
limestone outcrops in south Georgia. 

The first 43 pages of the report are 
devoted to the discussion of the physi- 
ography, structure and geology of the 
coastal plain. This is followed by a 
detailed description of the individual 
properties in the various counties, 
which, in turn,-is followed by the de- 
scription of uses of limestones for ag- 
ricultural and other purposes. In ad- 
dition, the method of quarrying lime- 
stone is fully discussed and the various 
machines used in preparing the lime- 
stone for agricultural purposes are de- 
scribed in detail. 

Under the head of the uses of lime- 
stone, the quantity per acre, method 
of preparing the soil, and how and 
when to apply ground limestone are 
fully discussed. 

An appendix to the report gives a 
short sketch of the various limestone 
quarries in north Georgia, giving the 
capacity of each plant, chemical com- 
position of the material put on the 
market, etc. 

The publication of this report at the 
present time is opportune, as there is 
now a great demand od the farmers 
for ground limestone throughout the 
state.

WOMEN SWEEP STREETS 
AT LESS PAY THAN MEN 


Berlin, June 27.—(Via London.)—The 
“equal wages for equal work” slogan 
of the socialists and labor organiza- 
tions received a setback today when 
the Schieneberg common council vot- 
ed to put in women street sweepers, 
in place of men, and to pay them forty 
pfennigs an hour instead of the usu- 
al male wage of 25 marks weekly. 

A socialist alderman demanded equal 
pay for the women, but the mayor de- 
clared that equal pay once adopted 
would have to be extended to other 
branches of the municipality. The 
mayor aleo said that as soon as the 
salaries of women employees were 
raised the men would demand more 
money. The mayor’s argument proved 
effective and the council reversed its 
earlier decision for equal wages.

New York, June 27.—-The cotton mar- 
ket was nervous and unsettled ‘today 
owing to the circulation of July notices 
which were estimated at between 20,- 
000 and 30,000 bales. July broke to 
12.90, or 21 points under last night's 
closing price, while October sold off to 
13.12 or 12 points net lower, closing 
at 13.15. The general list closed steady 
at a net decline of 6 to 16 points. 

Liverpool was better than due, but 
the opening here was irregular owing 
to near month liquidation with first 
prices 5 points lower to 2 points high- 
er. Spot houses were bidding for good 
lots of July on the call, while early es- 
timates placed the notices at less than 
15,000 bales and prices steadied up right 
after the opening with the active 
months selling about 1 to 6 points net 
higher during the first few minutes. 
Liverpool was a seller, however, while 
reports from the street indicated that 
more notices were in circulation than 
anticipated and the market soon turned 
easier. Selling of new crop months 
was restricted by the continued unset- 
tled weather east of the river and re- 
ports of heavy rains in some sections of 
Oklahoma, while offerings of July were 
pretty well absorbed by the continued 
buying of spot interests. 

The notices continued to circulate, 
however, and liquidation became more 
active and general during the after- 
noon, coming from Wall street, south- 
ern and western sources. This eventu- 
ally eased the market off rather sharp- 
ly, with the difference between July 
and October widening out to about 22 
points, and with the general list show- 
ing net losses of from 10 to 21 points 
in the late trading. 

Closing prices showed moderate ral- 
lies, while there also may have been 
some scattered buying for a reaction, 
on a theory that with July liquidation 
over, the market would do better on a 
stronger technical position. Private ad- 
vices attributed the relatively steady 
cables to some straddle buying against 
which sales were probably made here 
during the early trading.

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PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, June 27.—(Special.)—The un- 
dertone is out of the cotton market for the 
minute. Too many of the bulls have deen 
tempted to desert by the price, and for the 
Thoment a few contracts are afloat. Perhaps 
another day may bring another story if 
seme of the bulls are willing to buy these 
few floating contracts—bat it looks like 
they had overworked all the bull argument. 
The latest argument that the war with 
Mexico would rob the south of farm heip 
is the most amusing. The cotton raising 
states furnish about 15 per cent of the 
total volunteer soldiers and national guard 
of the country. Out of 132,000 the cotton 
raising states furnish le#s than 20,000 men 
and officers. Only a very small percentage 
of these cOme from the farms—perhaps not 
5 per cent, but even if they all came from 
the farm it would only ieave 100,000 to 
150,000 bales in the fields. If as we sug- 
gested only 5 per cent are farmers, then 
the arswer would be less than 10,000 bales 
of cotton left for some one else to pick. As 
far as Texas is concerned the national guard 
of that one state numbers only 3,381 men 
and officers, and if every single one of 
them were a cotton raiser it would not 
amount to very much. The morning papers 
are printing pictures of Mexicans crossing 
the Rio Grande at El Paso into the United 
States, preferring to cast their lots In Amer- 
ica if Mexico goes to war, and the added 
labor will not be subtracted labor as many 
seem to think. So far as we can hear 
the cotton crop is doing well except in 
isolated localities and it makes little differ- 
ence whether we export to Europe a few 
thousand more or less the answer is the 
same—we will have an unysual and abnor- 
mal supply to carry over into the new crop. 
This competition is not far off and the 
price now offered will bring the farmer as 
a seller.

New York, June 27.—(Special.)—Several 
times today our market has met heavy 
selling due to the issuance of more July 
notices than were anticipated and also to 
unconfirmed rumors to the effect that Ger- 
many was active again in their submarine 
campaign.

filled. The only amount of domestic- 
grown wheat that was certainly known 
to have been disposed of for ocean ship- 
ment was 25,000 bushels at Omaha.
